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' As a single 9tr»w- will show the direc- 
tion of the wind, so a Washington correspond- 
ent of the Journal of Commerce shows 
that a single demagogue may expose the 
character of his party. For example, conspic- 
uous among those who lately visited the 
• esident from the West to advise him in 
rtgard to his duty was an individual of whom 
the following statements are trevly made: — He 
was born in England, before leaving which he 
was engaged in the slave trade; and, after the 
rebellion broke out, he was one of the very 
first citizens of Missouri who inaugurated a 
rebel movement against the government. 
Now, think of such a man as an influential 
member of an abolition fraternity. 

Again, the correspondent says, the Hon. 
Mr. Blaak is a member of Congress, and a 
man of sterling sense. His father was killed 
in battle during the Revolution, and he had a 
brother who rendered good service to his 
country during the la9t war with England. 
He is himself a man of the highest character; 
and, as a member of the last Congress, he 
endorsed the conservative sentiments of the 
President, and voted for the amplest supplies 
to prosecutelhe war for the suppression of 
the relMtrtron. He is satisfied with the Con- 
ftion which was defended by Washing- 
ton, but by no means with the radical policy 
>ot the Administration as now promulgated. 
He does not think the war has been conduct- 
ed with proper vigor or with economy, nor 
that all the officials of the Government are 
♦he ablest and purest men that ever lived; and 
or these heresies he is denounced as an ene- 
my to his country, and designated by a 
■variety of vulgar epithets. Now, ought we 
not to have a proclamation from the throne of 
party power declaring the Hon. Mr. Blank to 
be a man unfit to breathe his native air, and 
.m good subject for the hangman? 

On the night of the 23d inst., says the 
"Nashville Union, about seventy-five guer- 
illas made a dash on the railroad, three miles 
from Bridgeport, for the purpose, it is supposed, 
of burning a bridge that was guarded by a 
detachment of the Thirty- third Indiana, but 
finding the guards wide .-.wake and prepared 
to receive them, they moved down the rail- 
road iwo miles, where they tore up the track 
for a few rods, and also destroyed a culvert, 
after which they secreted themselves by the 
roadside to await the coming of the train, to 
~ee it crushed to pieces, together wi'h its pas- 
sengers. At length the train came, and 
fure enough, plunged unconsciously into the 
'Snare, smashing the engine and two cars; but, 
fortunately, no lives were lost. A Captain of 
the Seventieth Indiana and eereral of his 
men were wounded by falling from the cars. 
"When the engine ran off the track, the rebels 
i>.BtanUj went for it, evidently for the pur- 
pose of burning the entire train, but the 
guards soon rallied, and a brisk skirmish 
ensued for several minutes, when the gueril- 
las were driven off in great confusion. Sev- 
eral of the guards were wounded and one 
taken prisoner. The enemy's loss ha3 not 
•been ascertained. 

Meantime another train came in sight, but 
seeing the difficulty into which the preceding 
one bad fallen, it at once backed down to 
Bridgeport, and informed Col. Coburn (com- 
manding post) of the fray. He immediately de- 
tailed fifty men and officers from the Thirty- 
third Indiana, and despatched them to the 
scene of action with all possible haste. But 
ere we could reach there, the guerillas had fled, 
and could nowhere be found. 



g@rThe Courier des Etas Unis, which, as 
the organ of French sentiment in New York, 
has so shamefully misrepresented our country 
and taken the part of the rebels against our 
Government, might take a lesson from the late 
Dr. Bartlett, so long the Editor of the Albion, 
the organ of the British residents in this coun- 
try, and learn proper decorum and dignity. 
l^Ssaidof Dr. Bartlett that in the discmsion 
of questions iu which Great Britain was con- 
cerned he took the British side, and though 
we might not agree with him, we could not 
but commend the courtesy and the moderation 
of manner with which he bore his part in the 
controversies that arose. He never indulged 
in flings and sneers at the country, 
its inhabitants or its government, nor 
busied himself in picking up and re- 
tailing the gossip of the streets — an ab- 
stinence creditable as much to his pru- 
dence as bis good breeding, since it gave his 
arguments a chance of making a more favor- 
able impression on American readers. He 
was once asked how he managed always to 
maintain so courteous a tone in those contro- 
versies. "I always considered myself," he re- 
plied, "as the guest of the country. I reflect- 
ed in what manner, if 1 were at a gentleman's 
table, I would discuss any question in which 
I thought myself bound to differ from him, 
and I adopted that method in discussing the 
points of disagreement between Great Britain 
and the United States." How much better it 
would be if Mons. Lassalle were actuated by 
the same commendable urbanity when discuss- 
ing American affairs in his organ of the Fran- 
co-American residents of our country. 

Wonderful Escapk. — During a skirmish 
with the guerilla Chalmers, near Wyott, Mi33., 
recently, Major Malone, of the Seventh Kan- 
sas, had a very remarkable escape. While 
riding along the front of the line of our skir- 
mishers, in the darkness, his horse walked 
into an old well about thirty feet deep, and, 
with his rider, disappeared instantly. The 
Major was drawn out by a line of halters tied 
together, but the poor horse was so badly in- 
jured by the fall that he was dead the next 
morning. Strange to say, the rider only re- 
ceived a few hard bruises, not sufficient to 
disable Mm even temporarily from service, 
and he was soon astride another animal, and 
at the head of his men. 

■J^T Rev. John N. Putnam, Professor of 
Greek in Dartmouth College, and one of the 
best scholars in his department in the country, 
died on the steamer Alpha, between Halifax 
and Boston. He bad beenlon^ suffering from 
mption, and sailed from Liverpool in 
ie Africa, in the hope of reaching home to 
•die. The Africa ran ashore off Capo Rice, 
and her passengers were transferred to the 
Alpha. The shock of this disaster proved too 
much for his enfeebled frame, and he survived 
.•u!v a day or two. He was forty years of age. 

gtaTThe surveyors appointed to examine 
into the condition of the Mississippi and Ohio 
railroad report that but little of the track is 
torn up, though a large part of the trestle- 
work .ind many of the bridges have been torn 
down and burned. Forty days will suffice to 
put it in running order. 



H^"The telegraph informs us that the re- 
marks of General Rosecrans at Cincinnati 
created a decided sensation at Washington, 
and the friends of the Administration admit 
that his statement renders some further ex- 
planation necessary, and at the same time 
leaves him in a satisfactory position. In jus- 
tice to the gallant officer we give his two 
speeches in full. In reply to the address of 
welcome by Judge Storer, he said: 

Fkllow- Citizens: I cannot forbear to thank 
you most heartily for this manifestation of 
your sympathy, of your respect, and of your 
regard for my public services. While I ac- 
cept the expression of your kind feeling as an 
evidence of your private regard for one of 
your own fellow- citiiens, I cannot forget that 
the great heart of this people does not come 
up here for a private purpose, nor are the mo- 
tives those of private friendship. I cannot 
but recollect the fact that the people of this 
country bare been carrying on a struggle for 
their national life against a gigantic revolu- 
tion, Ihe object of wnich is to destroy their 
natiou and wipe out their government — a gov- 
ernment which no man, not even the revolu- 
tionists, has vet denied to be the best on the 
glebe. I see that yoo have been watching with 
the deepest interest the contest with treason 
which has imperilled the government. And I 
say to you, that while my heart beat) with 
yours for the preservation of the govern- 
ment under which we live, and under wbinh 
we hope to die, I must remember my dutv 
to that government. I must remember, also, 
that you have some doubt why the Govern-, 
ment sent me here. Let us ever bear in mind, 
my friends, that it is our duty to yield ready 
and perfect obedience to our Government at 
all times, and grant it the privilege of issuing 
orders for which we must presume it has good 
reasons until we know the contrary. There- 
fore I hope there is no disposition among you 
to question the Government. I do not say to 
you to stifle your feelings, but to wait for "fur- 
ther light. To prevent any misunderstand- 
ing, I will state here, that since the battle of 
Cbickamauga the President has written me 
personally to express his satisfaction at what 
was done. 

Some very kind friends, excellent friends of 
mine, of the cities of New l'ork and Wash- 
ington, seem to be posted up in regard to my 
health. The Army of the Cumberland thinks 
differently — it thinks I am wellenough; sol 
do myself. One of my New York friends has 
published to the world that Gens. McCook 
and Crittenden have conspired against me. 
Now, I have the assurance from them to-day 
that they regret the use of their names in any 
such dishonorable connection. As to the 
quantity of opium I have taken, you will 
have to excuse me — I refer you to my drug- 
gist 

I arrived here one year ago, with orders to 
report from Cincinnati to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral. 1 have some orders now in my pocket 
that I then had. Now, friends and fellow- 
citizens, I presume the Government does not 
intend to attack the character of her public 
officers; and I presume that the Government 
is not responsible for these attacks upon me 
which were made so prominent in some of the 
public journals of Washington and New York, 
which were copied into the papers of this 
city. I presume that our Government would 
not make such charges. Whatever it does I 
am willing to have done. I hare nothing fur- 
ther to say than this: that if anything gives 
me hope for the future of our country it is the 
noble and self-sacrificing spirit manifested by 
the people, who, in spite of the weariness of 
wor — of the loss of friends and relatives, of 
children, fathers, and brothers, and all that 
war entails — are devoted and unyielding. 
Tbey are still convinced that if there is any 
hope for this country in the future, it is in 
the unitv and preservation of our govern- 
ment. /( it for that I live, and for that I ex- 
pect to die. 

In the afternoon Gen. Rosecrans was intro- 
duced to the merchants at their Chamber by 
the President of ihe^Ixcbange, Geo. F. Davis, 
as follows: ''Gentlemen of the Chamber of 
Commerce — Rosecrans," and to this epigra- 
matic presentation the General replied: 

Your President is short, but to the point, if 
there wt re any point in it. 

I don't know what I should say to take up 
your valuable time, except to thank you and 
the people of Cincinnati for the cordial recep- 
tion given me this morning. As I said at the 
Burnett House, I do not accept the gratifying 
expression as made to me personally, but as a 
tribute to the great idea wnich I represent and 
the glorious cadse which is dear to every pa- 
triot. I have but endeavored to do my duty 
to that cause i which you and I are equally 
interested. The cause and the Constitution 
of our Government, State and National, and 
of our atmy and people, contrast most strik- 
ingly with the indifference to order and reck- 
lessness to law, on the part of the enemy, that 
I have been calltd upon to witness. The peo- 
ple of the South, whom we have always cred- 
ited with certain good qualities, seem to have 
been seriously depraved by the war. Oar ex- 
perience is that the effects of the rebellion 
have been to break up the high-toned charac- 
ter ol the Southern people, in respect to honor 
and truthfulness. I have found them untruth- 
ful find unscrupulous. They take property 
recklessly and without law. Tbey go to a 
planter and take bis herds of horses and cattle 
at their value in gold, and pay in their cur- 
rency. The whole country presents a dull, 
blighted appearance, and everywhere w« be- 
hold only desolation. They are strongly im- 
pressed with the fact that their prosperity is 
not inly gone, but even their business is giv- 
icg way, drying up. One of their Confederate 
colonels, in conversation with one of my staff, 
said, "You are prospering in the war — we are 
Dot. Your business is going on as usual. You 
are making money. But we see no chance 
of giving up the war — at least we cannot give 
it up so." 

Aud when I see such manifestations of 
earnestness in the cause, and look on such 
votes as you lately gave, I feel as if we are not 
to give it up so, either. 

Now, I don't know what more I can say, 
because I don't ktiow that I feel more earnest- 
ly than you do in reference to the great inter- 
ests at stake. But I will say that there is no 
hope for our children, no hope for ourselves, 
but to maintain our government e.xtclly as it 
was — or, if not as it was, the neit thing to it; 
or, if we can't have that, we will have but one 
nation an v how. 

I have been where I could see and hear from 
the enemy. My hearing what was to bear, 
and seeing what was to be seen, has given me 
opportunities for judging of the Southern con- 
dition, that all have not possessed. I will tell 
you one- thing more, and that in reference to 
the opinions of those who think the war 
might have been avoided, and that some peace 
might have been procured before now, if we 
hed taken a different course. But I tell you 
that the only way in which we can procure 
any peace is by throttling the enemy of the 
Stiutn. Converse with a rebel and he will 
tell you frankly that he is sorry that the war 
was begun. They will tell you as their Gen. 
.Adnms said: "I notice that the extreme men 
who brought on the war are not fighting its 
battles. The planters and the people on the 
border have only acted with reference to the 
protection of their property. I see that tho 
beet blood of the country is being shed in a 
war that the victims did not bring about." 
The people deplore the war, and they are 
held by the neck ; the military power has got 
them under its heel. You cannot, therefore, 
make peace with them. The only way is to 
keep tightening the cords around them, to 
pet them so broken that the conservative peo- 
ple of the South can help themselves. This 
tbey will not attempt until we throttlo the 
military power. Then they will turn to the 
leaders and say : "We have had enough of 
this and will give it up." Accordingly, I see 
no hope except in prudently and steadily 
crowding upon them as we have been doing, 
aDd the termination of the struggle at last 
will be in accordance with the great interests 
of our country and the world. I had hoped 
witbin a year we could have accomplished the 
reduction of the rebellion. 1 will say in con- 
clusion, that, had we received the forces eight 
weeks ef o that we oight to have had, we 
would have broken the back of the rebellion 
before now. 



The Boston Post says, in good taste 
and judgment: 

We ore sorry to see an attempt made to in- 
jure the character of General Rosecrans, be- 
cause be has been relieved from duty in the 
field. He his fought well, rendered good ser- 
vice to his country-,' and merits its gratitude. 
The President may have had justifiable 
reasons for calling him from Tennessee, and 
yet leave his reputation as a citizen and a sol- 
dier unscathed. Yet the poor, subservient 
tools of power imagine they present grateful 
incense in their atempt to sacrifice a mm 
whose worth is. a far beyond their compre- 
hension as the stas are above the earth. 



Nkws from Eastkrn Kentucky. — A letter 
from Louisa, Ky., in the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial, details the condition of affairj in th it 
section as follows: 

During the six weeks just past, much lii- 
been done by our vigilant and energetic post 
commander to advance the reign of law and 
rule of order in this military district. Three 
well-planned and successful expeditions have- 
been made, in which several very dangerous 
men were captured, and several pluudenng 
bands almost broken up. 

On the 17th alt, Captain Ford, of the .19th, 
with 125 men, was ordered to cross the Cum- 
b< rland Mountains, to the i ight of Pound Gap; 
Captain Welsh, with 50 men, to occupy 
Beaver Creek, and Lieut, Coleman, with 
the same number, was to go by way of Mc- 
Dowell, across to Grundy, in Buchanan coun- 
ty, Virginia. One hundred men were de- 
spatched to Magoffin county, to be in support- 
ing distance in case of necessity. These forces 
made their points, killed fifteen rebels in skir- 
mishing, lost one Lieutenant — Walter Taorn- 
biLg — who was bushwhacked from a hillside, 
and had one slightly wounded. They cap- 
tured a number of prisoners, taking so m lay 
of Captain Rice's men that his command was 
broken up. These men now desire to enlist 
in the Union army, and say th*t they can re- 
cruit a full company for the 45th Kentucky in 
their neighborhood, which has been entirely 
rebel in the past. 

Captain Ford has gone into camp at Pike- 
ton. He is reinforced, is scouting as far as 
Pound Gap, and capturing prisoners daily. 

On the night of the 20;h, a band of Federal 
and rebel deserters made their way into Ash- 
land, and robbed the bank of $1,500. Colonel 
Gallup sent a Lieuterjant, with twenty men, 
in pursuit. Colonel True, of Grayeou, des- 
patched a squad of his men to follow the 
ihieves. Three of them were taken. 

On the 26th Lieutenant-Colonel Brcvn, of 
the 14t b, left camp, at the head of 
two hundred men, to scout the moun- 
tains in the vicinity of Crocker's Neck. 
The country in this region is very rugged, 
being almost wholly overspread with high, 
rough bills, wild and hidden ravines, excellent 
lurking places from which the enemyon some 
steep Mull' bushwhack our men, and are out 
of the way long before we can reach the emi- 
nence. Scouting here is both difficult aud 
dangerous. The citizens are very nearly all 
of tbem rebels, so that Uucle Sam's boys can 
get very little aid or comfort from them, and 
their information is more frequently intended 
to lead us into snares than otherwise. But 
Colonel Brown, who is as coot under fire as a 
country farmer at his morning coffee, is also 
discreet and wary. He took guides from a 
distance who knew the hills and hollows; 
pressed all the citizens he met into his column 
to prevent their circulating news of his cora- 
iDg, and captured lorty prisoners and a num- 
ber of horses. Capt. Green, with his mounted 
inianlry\ proved himself efficienton thisscout. 
Capt. Patrick caught four of Jackson's men 
and killed a fifth (Green Sexton), who have 
been pillaging and plundering indiscrimin- 
ately from West Liberty to Crocker's Neck. 
The Captain also distinguished himself by 
confiscating a live Guinea. As the frightened 
lugitive flew over his head, he bravely 
reached forth his arm, caught the fowl by the 
leg, thrust him head foremost into his haver- 
sack, where the prisoner condoled his condi- 
tion by screaming at intervals tho euphonious 
Dame of his cruel captor — "Patrache! Pat- 
rach-h-el" The Captain stoutlyy affirms that 
he intends to compensate the owner for his 
loss; but, alas! how uncertain are future 
events. 

We have from these expeditions over one 
hundred prisoners and seventy-five captured 
horses. The couutry is now clear of rebels as 
far as Pound Gap, excepting small pillagiDg 
parties ol from lento fifteen, who have bid- 
den away in the inaccessible recesses of the 
mountains. 

The prisoners are being tried by court-mar- 
tial, and when sentence is passed against 
ihem, will be forwarded to their proper local- 
ities.

The wild geese have commenced their 
southward flight. Following the warm 
weaiber, Jhey have been up to the Arctic sea 
that Dr. Kane discovered, hatched their 
young in the sunny coves where the verdure 
ot summer is almost shaded by the everlasting 
icebergs, roosted forja night on the north pole; 
and they now follow the warm weather back 
to the tropics, to feed on the produce of eter- 
nal summer, bathe in the tepid waters be- 
Dealh the ever- blazing skies, and go to roost 
on tbc equator.

VlCKSBURO, Oct. 25. 

Gen. McPberson's command has just return- 
ed from a reconnoi3sance in force. They left 
Wednesday, October 14th, and have travelled 
over 120 miles, and destroyed all the mills that 
supplied guerillas with food between this place 
end Canton and Jackson. These three points 
fjrm nearly a triangle. On the 14'.h he en- 
tamped on Big Black; on the 15th be was in 
bivouac at Brownsville, driving the rebel 
pickets through the place. 

The town is like all small towns in the lati- 
tude, meagre and desolate. Two small 
churches and groceries, and a few dwellings, 
mote like grave yardj than a dwelling place 
for the living, compose the village. 

Early on the morning of the 16th Col. Coul- 
baugh, of Gen. McPherson's staff, and Col. 
Wintou, commanding, the cavalrv were sent in 
varce to reconnoitre. It was found that the 
< nemy were in considerable force. Heavy 
pkiimibhing was practised and Logaa sent in 
detour to their rear before this could be ac- 
complished. The enemy fled. 

A few Bail el beyond Brownsville the raids 
,,re towards Canton. There our forees divided, 
giving the rebels the opinion that we wet* in 
gieat numbers, as it was afterwards ascer- 
tained by an intercepted despatch from Can- 
ten to Bmgg, staling that the enemy were a l-- 
vancing in heavy force in three columns, one 
marching on Canton, and asking tor rein- 
forcement immediately. On Friday, at Adams', 
I bey made show of resistance on a splendidly 
selected ground, but we flanked them, mak- 
ing the battle ground more romantic than 
they intended. We sutioned ourselves in the 
woods, with a field in front and another wood 
a half mile away. There were some ten 
pieces of artillery engaged in the duel until 
the enemy again fled. 

Our lots was one man, who was singularly 
killed, a cannon ball carried of the head of 
the horse and rider. A few slight wounds 
were received by three others that evening. 

We captured a lieutenant and twelve men 
of a Texas regiment. The negroes were in- 
strumental in the capture, aa tbey gave uj 
information. > 

We went near enough to Canton to accom- 
plish the object of the expedition, viz: the 
destruction of (be mills at:d shops for man- 
ufacturing wagons, and then returned with 
fome thirty prisoners, an important rebel 
mail, ar-d all their cattle. The reads were 
i su llen t aud well supplied with watrr, and 
i here was no straggling except in tho case of 
tvro men who bad their throats cut when 
luund, at Clinton. 

We found two small chnrehes and a well at 
ihe seminary, but the most uiter destitution 
t xtept a supply of street potatoes and freah 
mtat. On our way out we lived on the best, 
through a country yet undisturbed. On the 
hi- me stretch we found nothing. General 
Mower had charge of Tuttle's division. 

General Mower wanted to gc further, but 
li e object of tbe raid was accomplished in the. 
alaim that preceded us. We returned from 
near Canton and reached here last night. 

Major Osband has just rsturned from an ex- 
pedition up tbe left banksf the Y'azoo, where 
he had teen recruiting for colored cavalry 
soldiers. 

He lelt Vicksburg with 130 men of the 1st 
Mississippi cavalry aud 4th Illinois. The rebel 
?pies preceded him into Ihe couutry and gave 
information of his number. One hundred and 
filly rebels attacked bin after bis command 
Lad been divided into iwo battalions. Forty 
of the 1st Mississippi (colored) and 4th Illi- 
nois repelled tbe rebels, capturing sixteen of 
as crest-fallen heroes as ever formed ahead. 
The rebels had several wounded. Our casual- 
lies were DOthlag, except one man wounded 
in ibe band. 

The paiiy ertrred the town with their cap- 
tive rebels clad in uniform and mounted on 
mules and horses, without bridles or saddles, 
and many of them with longhair and no hats. 
It was a novel sight indeed. The jail is ihe 
i (sort of Sfce&h looking for their tnends and 
eweethcait3.

Via Washington, October 28. J 
The enemy's actions seem to indicate that 
Brapg is moving in large force upon Cleve- 
land, Tenn., vith an evident purpose of 
breaking through our lines in that direction. 
It is generally believed here that this move- 
ment is co-operated in by a portion of Lee's 
forces from Virginia, moving down by 
way of Lynchburg and Bristol, Va , with the 
intention of driving Burnside from Kast Ten- 
nessee, and turning the flank of this army 
and Lous compelling its retirement from Ch.it- 
tanotga.

Cincinnati, Oct. 29. 

The Gazette's Chattanooga despatch of the 
27to says that a detachment under Col. Stan- 
ley ol the 18th Ohio, floated twenty pontoons 
riewn the river in the face of the rebel sharp- 
t looters, landed them at Brown's ferry, and 
surprised and drove the rebels from the ridge 
vn the south side, opening communication 
with Bridgeport. The rebels are flanked, 
and must evacuate Lookout Mountain. 

A second despatch says that Geo. Hazen, 
with 2,000 men of Gen. Palmer's division, 
attacked the enemy on Lookout Mountain 
and drove tbem from their position. 

Gen. McPherson's expedition to Canton, 
Miss , resulted in the destruction of a large 
number cf rebel mills and factories, tbe de- 
teat and dispersion of the rebel cavalry, and 
the general discomfiture of the guerillas iu- 
letting that section.

A despatch to tbe Tribuue from the Army 
ot the Potomac of tbe 28th says: There is 
nothing indicating any considerable boi'y of 
rebels in our front. Recent cavalry and ar- 
tillery demonstrations, which have been exag- 
gerated into foimidable engagements, are re- 
tarded heVe as nothing more than an attempt 
nn the part of the rebels to discover our po- 
sition. On Monday night a dash was made 
on our pitkets near Fairfax Court House, re- 
sulting in nothing. Lee's late campaign has 
degenerated into raids on the railroad for the 
impose of interrupting its reconstruction. 
All accounts agree that utter destitution pre- 
vails at the South.

Considerable change has recently takeu 
place in the relative positions of the Union and 
rebel armies. There is no immediate prospect 
of a baltle, the enemy taking good care to 
avoid anything like a general engagement. 
Late intelligence makes it probable that his 
late demonstrations were feints to cover more 
important movement!. But for Lee's sudden 
change ot attitude we should have had a fight, 
wherein it is believed that advantages impor- 
tant to us would have been gained. 

A number of deserters recently came within 
our lines. They represent the rebel army 
scantily supplied. 

The rebels have made several petty captures 
of late, including lour officers. 

There was no material advantage gained by 
either side during the recent skirmishing. 

Early yesterday morning some pickets of 
the 6th corps were fired upon. The attack 
was not followed up to-day. 

All appears quiet along the Rappahannock. 
[To the Associate!] Press.] 

Washington, Oct. 28. 

There has bet n the usual light skirmishing 
along the tront to-day, though, indicating no 
probable engagement. It seams to be a settled 
tact that, for the present, the enemy is resolved 
on the defensive, to prevent our forces from 
crossing the Rappahannock, as it is ascertain- 
id, at last, that but a small force of cavalry 
and a brigade of infantry constitute all the 
rebel troops this side of the river. The entire 
country between Washington and tbe army is 
nearly relieved tjf all gueri:las. Sereril de- 
serters from the enemy, ju;t coma into our 
lines, relate startling stories of the suffer- 
ings of the rebel troop3 for rlothe.', and even 
for food. Thev also add that Gen. Hill is un- 
der arrest for failing to carry out his instruc- 
t ons in advance of his corps on Gen. Meade.

New V'obk, Oct. 29. 

The Herald has the following in the city 
news: Marshall Mnrrny yesterday maie 
some important arrests of parties and docu- 
ments.

The Alexandria Journal says that trains oo 
the Orange and Alexandria road now make 
regular trips to Catlett's Station, 13 miles be- 
yond Manassas, the road being complete as 
tar as tbe aimy has advanced in the last few 
days. 

Fortbksr Monro*, Oct. 29. 
The Richmond Enquirer of the 27th has the 
following: 

"Charleston, Oct. 26.— The enemy's batte- 
ries (Gregg and Wagner) opened upon us this 
morning, from seven guns of the former and 
from four of the latter. The fire was princi- 
pally dfrecled against Sumpter and Johnson. 
Two monitors were engaged. The firing 
ceased about dusk, One hundred shots were 
thrown from Morris Island and 160 from the 
monitors. No damage was done. Our Si st- 
unts replied vigorously. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 29, M. 

Five cars on the Kentucky Central Rail- 
road, containing a portion of the 21 Ohio 
heavy artillery, was thrown from the track 
27 miles trom this city, this morning. One 
men was killed and eighteen severely wound- 
ed and twelve slightly. The accident was 
caused by a broken rail.

Glasgow, Ky , Oct. 27, 1863. 

Some time has elapsed since I penned any- 
thing for your much esteemed paper, but the 
occasion of my negligence has been the lack 
of time, rather than of items of iutarest, 
though i u«t at present am in r.'tbcr af>o ir 
quarter for new aud startliug intellieeucd. 
Of the raids ol Hamilton, Hughes, and Rich- 
rrdsoB,yon are fully advised, but as many of 
} our readers may be somewhat inclined to 
t riticise the commanders of departments or of 
lostsfbr allowing thise raids, pemit us, as 
siationed somewhat on ihe outskirts of that 
t. rritory whence these marauding bands arise, 
io inloim yen that it is not the fault of com- 
manding officers in these parts that these 
ubiqniious robbers elude them. The mounted 
foices under the command of Brig. Gen. Hob- 
son, commanding Jistrict of Southern Central 
Kentucky, are all new, most of them but par- 
tially equipped and armed, and not fully or- 
ganized. Infantry Is of but little use against 
fly.ng bands, for they mnctr resemble that in- 
S' ct so much complained of by Paddy. WiU- 
o-lbe.-wi?p-!ike they dance over the country, 
here to-night and miles away by sunrise, al- 
ways taking care to avoid the vicinity of all 
troops, and, by the ".id ol friendly cilizent, fully 
advised as to the movements of all pursuiug 
parlies. None but well mounted troops n>--l 
atttmpt to follow them, and then they should 
be in sufficient numbsrs to completely sur- 
lonnd and to occupy every way of egress. 

Since it was reported that these guerillas 
were again on the move, Gen. Hobson his 
strained every nerve to outwit and cipture or 
at least have a brush with them. All his dis- 
posable force has bee n on the move constantly, 
and bad any of the carping critics, far away 
from the scene of action, beard the continued 
e iki.ing of tbe wire at this point, ordering 
men hither aud tbiiher, he would have beea 
fully tati:fied with the efficiency of the offi- 
cers in command The General has been ably 
seconded by all under his command. Colonel 
Strickland, ol the 50th R?giment 0. V. I , 
e ommandipg this post, appears to have use I 
every endeavor to carry out the plans of the 
General, but it has been an np-bill work, for 
when tbe raid commenced only one hundred 
and fitly horses could be raised in and about 
Glasgow to send in pursuit, and most of them 
were in bad condition. 

But ihe prospect for the future looks bright- 
er. On Saturday, Capt Letcher, A. C. M., 
visited this town and mustered in seven fall 
companies of the 37th Kentucky volunteer 
mounted infantry, and now, as soon as horses 
are furnished and proper aims provided, they 
will be ready to lake the field. The men of 
this regiment had become very much dis- 
heartened at the length of time before being 
mustered and paid, and Capt. Letcher's ap 
peaiance was hailed with cheers, whici were 
repeated over and over again as each company 
was mustered in, Capt. Letcher, by his uni- 
form, firm, and gentlemanly bearing and his 
evident desire to serve his country faithfully, 
having obtained the good will of both officers 
and men. On Saturday afternoon, when all 
were mustered, the seven companies were 
drawn up in line and unanimously elected 
B. J. Spalding as their Lieutenant Colonel, 
who replied to the repeated cheers of the regi- 
m<ut with a short, pithy speech, to the effect 
that tbey were now soldiers, had got to do 
their duty, and that he had confidence iu 
them; that th«y would never desert him in 
tbe hour of battle. 

The brass band of the Mth 0. V. I. was on 
tbe ground and added interest to the occasion 
by discoursing several national airs. 

Before we came here we were led to antici- 
pate a st journ in a community where friendly 1 
faces would be scarce, where we must look 
with suspicion on all around, and discover in 
every pretty maiden a rebel emissary, hut, on 
ihe contrary, we have found many who ex- 
tend a hearty welcome to the "bounie blue- 
coa,s," and who expiress their joy at the reoc- 
e-upation of the town by a Federal force. We 
bave heard many ask, "Can any loyal men be 
tcuud in Glasgow?" and we can only say, 
' Come and see," and if you soon desire to 
leave, we shall be forced to tell you that you 
cannot oppreciate loyalty when you memt it. 

The appointment of Col. Strickland to the 
command of this post seems to give general 
satisfaction, and, as he brings a good repu'a- 
tion from Muldrow's Hill, where be and his 
ifgiinent were siatioued for several months, 
we prophesy for him a still better name when 
he leaves here. His temporary staff ii as fol- 
lows: Fiist Lieut. N. A. Reed, of the 50th 
Ohio volunteer infantry, A. A. A. G.; First 
Lieut J. N. Cbenoweth, of the 37th Kentucky 
volunteer mounted infantry, Provost Marshal, 
and First Lieul. G. W. Garretson, Quartermas- 
ter of the 5th Ohio volunteer infantry, Post 
Quartermaster and Commissary. Lieutenant 
Cbenoweth has resided for many years near 
this place, and hence is eminently adapted tor 
the position; and his bravery when the town 
was last surprised by the rebels (Maj. Martiu 
and himself alone almost putting the reWsis to 
flight by tbeir determined opposition) demands 
a muck greater reward. 

Glasgow is now well defended, and when 
tbe 37ih is fully prepared for the field, Messrs. 
Hamilton, Hughes, & Co. had better confine 
their pleasure rides to the rountrv nn the 
Other side of the Cumberland. UHO, Jr. 



A Prophecy in Jest. — The following ev.

[Correspondence of the Louisville fJoum.il. ] 
fCRSUlT AND KSCAPE OS" TUB HAIDERS. 

Lebakom, Ky., Oct. 28, 1863. 

I have just returned from pursuing tbc 
raiders who have been relieving the mer- 
chants of Central Kentucky of their mer- 
chandise, and cltizeno of their pocket books. 
Of course you have had innumerable reports 
concerning the pursuit, and the escape of 
the scoundrels. Having, perhaps, a better 
opportunity than many others of learning 
all the facts connected with the whole affair, 
I propose to give them. 

Tfii. citiiens of Lebanon are continually 
frightened by grape-vine reports of the ap- 
pearance of large bands of guerillas in or 
near Columbia. During every day of last 
week bands of rebels were reported marching 
lowaids Lebanon. Thursday last the cars 
come up as usual, but the passengers expected 
to be attacked by another Richardson almost 
every moment alter the train lelt New Haven. 
As usual in the afternoon the train left Leb- 
anon for Louisville. It went as far as St. 
Mary's depot, a distance of five miles from 
Lebanon, when it was turned back by the 
citizens, who reported 400 rebel3 near Ray- 
wick, about 14 miles from Lebanon. These 
facts were repotted to Col. Weatherford, 
of the 13th Kentucky Cavalry, which is 
and was encamped at Lebanon, who immedi- 
ately sent all the men he could mount to as- 
cejtaiu whether the report was true or not 
The train was also loaded with soldiers aud 
sent out on a reconnoitring expedition. I 
may as well state here that the L3'.h Kin- 
tucky bad no horses, the regiment were ail 
afoot, end that there is an order forbidding 
Colonels, Sc , from pressing horses unless or- 
dered to do so by the General commanding 
tbe department or district. Colonel W. asked 
repeatedly, 1 am credibly informed, to be 
permitted to press horses on which to mount 
his men nnd pursue the scoundrels, but this 
General Boyle did not grant uutil Friday 
night. If Colonel W. could have mounted 
seventy men at this time Le would have cap- 
tured or scattered the whole band. It is very 
difficult to understand why he was not ordered 
to piess horses as soon as it was known that 
rebels were in our county. But to continue: 
Tbe thieves crossed ibe railroad below Chi- 
cago, and went directly to Bardstown. The 
amount of damage done there you are cogni- 
zant of. They came from Bardstown to Bot- 
land, aud from thence to Glennville, in Wash- 
ington county. Their exact route from Glenn- 
ville 1 do not know. They turned up, how- 
ever, in Harrodsburg Friday evening, and 
Saturday morning about day, to the utter as- 
tonishment of every man in Danville, they 
dashed into Danville and began to rob and 
pillaee indiscriminately. Th-y remained a 
very short lime in Danville — long enouzb to 
take $1,471 in greenbacks from the bank, to 
damage Sharpe the jeweller about $3,000, 
Welsh (merchant) near $2,500, other mer- 
chants of smaller amounts, aud every citizen 
of his money and watch. The Government 
property destroyed was worth about $2,000 
At 9 o'clock cn Saturday morning, Colonel 
W. learned by telegraph that the "reus" had 
been in Danville and left; and, by the by, I 
beard in Danville that the operator at thai, 
point was very slow in giving information to 
the proper authorities. Had he giveu Weath- 
erford tbe information he did Gen. Fry at 8 
o'clock in the moruiug, we chould have killed 
or captured the "rebs. ' The 14'.h Kentucky 
cavalry whs at Camp Nelson — about fourteen 
miles from Danville — and knew thu the 
"rebs" bad left Danville by 8 o'clock on Sat- 
urday morning. They moved up with intol- 
erable slowness, as will be seen when it is 
kuown that Weatherford was three hours 
ahei.d of the 14tb when he halted on Stlur- 
day night. There is no excuse far such tardi- 
cess, when due and proper haste would have 
done so much for the Sute. Weatherford, as 
soon as he learned in what direction the 
rebels were, mounted seventy of his men oa 
pressed horses, and at 10 o'clock A. M. the 
whole command left Lebanon, Major W. H. 
Fialer, of the 6th Kentucky cavalry, being 
in Lebanon on business, and Lieut John S. 
Hsvnmer, of the 16th Kentucky Infantry, our 
gallant and efficient Provost Marshal, volun- 
teered to accompany Col. W. Expecting some 
fun, 1, too, volunteered my services. Unfor- 
tunately, Col. W. mounted me on a pressed 
horse and put me in tbe advance. At 2J£ 
P.M. we passed through Hustonville, a dis- 
tance of 30 miles from Lebanon. We learned 
there that the rebels had passed through Mid- 
dleburg hotly pursued by Captain Bridgwater 
and ten meD. Tbe rebels had lelt D.inville in 
the direction ol Lebanon. After travelling 
the Lebanon and D.tuville roid for two miles 
ihet lurt.-ed abruptly to tbe left aud struck the 
old Knob Lick road three miles from Shelby's 
Meetinghouse. They run the negroes in 
every direction and destroyed some little gov- 
ernment property. They passed by Shelby's 
Meetinghouse in the direction of Stanford. 
Tbe'y went in this direction to the tollgate be- 
tween Danville and Stanford, when they 
lurned abruptly to the right, cut the Stanford 
and Hustonville turnpike atTurnersville, took 
ibe dirt road to Middleburg, and got on the 
pike al Cloyd's and made direct for Oreelsboro 
via Russell Springs. When lhey passed Stan- 
foid ibey had several hundred mules in their 
possession and were loaded down with their 
sj-oils. Bridgwater recaptured all the mules, 
four of the scoundrels, and severely wound- 
ed another. He did not pursue the* 
rebels beyond Middleburg. Weatherford 
pushed bis commuud rapidly forward, and 
ctn-tantly gained on the rebels until he pass- 
ed Jones's store, when our hor-es commenced 
giving awry. We had travelled seventy 
miles without a single halt, from ten o'clock 
A. M. io ten o'clock P. M. — a most unprece- 
dented mare-h. We found it impossible to 
press horses on the road, every man hiving 
run bis horse to the knobs. We fo'lowei 
the rebels to Russell's Spring, which place we 
reached at midnight, having marched eighty- 
hve miles. Finding that we would be unable 
to ca'eh up wilh them we batted for the night. 
We afterwards learned that they crossed the 
liver at Creelsboro near ten o'clock Satur- 
day night. 

I did not succeed in ascertaing who com- 
manded the marauders. At one place they 
reported Richardson, and at another, Paxtoo. 
Champ Furgtisoo was in tbe gang. He was 
seen and recognized by men at Rusiell's 
Sjr ng. It does not matter to who'e command 
they, belonged; one thing is certain — they 
were a band of cowardly, muriering, thieving 
scoundrels — each one ot whom ought to be 
hung as soon as captured. Tbey made war 
slme.st exclusively on citizens. Soldiers were 
not even paroled by tbem. They wanted 
money, and even robbed an old negro man of 
fifteen centi in postage currency. They rob- 
bed every nan lhat they met; pressed every 
fine horse in the country; stole every negro 
that they saw, and pillaged every store that 
they conld find. 

It is unnecessary to say that any one man 
was robbed by them, because they robbed 
all. They numbered 70 men exactly, and 
carried out with tbem two horses to a mm, 
heavily loaded with their plunder. Kentucky 
has suffered enough from these scoundrels 
Let tbem be hung, quartered, shot down, 
whenever seen, «>sd let the commanders in 
Kentucky compel rebel sympathizers to piy 
all damages done by such hell-hounds. If 
this is done such raids will soon be stopped. 

A great number of very pleasing incidents 
occurred during our march. As we passed 
the residence of Capt. B»n Williams three or 
four beautiful yotwg ladies ran to the front 
doer and attempted to stop our extreme ad- 
vance, by telling us that the "reb3" were just 
in f.ont" and that we would be captured. 
However, as soon as our whole command 
came in sight, they cheered us most vocifer- 
ously and gave evidence of their great joy 
by waving the stars and stripes. I tell you 
we felt that we could whip a thousand rebels 
then. Near Hustonville we captured a gen- 
tleman by the name of Sandridge. When 
we first got bold of him he assured us that 
he was "a good rebel southern sympathizer." 
However, he was so much afraid of his sup- 
posed rebel friends thai he threw his po-'ket- 
bcok away. The old fellow is a true rebel, 
and were I close to him I'd watch him close. 
I rommend him to the military. 

The Nth Kentucky cavalry as it re'urned to 
Camp Nelson camped three miles south of 
Hustonvil'e. As we returned home we were 
necessitated to come through theircamp. We 
ran upon one set of pickets, and found them 
wide awake; but we found the pickets north 
of ihe camp fast asleep. This shows tbe dis- 
cipline of the regiment. The Colonel of the 
14th is a gallant man, and. I am told, is an ex- 
cellent fighter. 

Col. Weatherford behaved with the greatest 
gallantry. It was by no means his fault that 
Ibe rebeis escaped. He is an excellent offi rer. 
H s command did their whole duty. They 
pressed forward with the greatest eagerness, 
and would have whipped Richardsou most 
handsomely. Major Fidler and Lieut. Ham- 
mer of course were anxious for the fray. I 
was anxious to — get back home. I am as stiff 
as a poker now, and may Ferguson rot me if 
I undertake such another trip jost for fun

our efficient and popular Adjutant General. 
General Boyle, in bis coniuct of the military 
affairs of the State, is nobly fulfilling the 
hi^b bopea of bis friends. He displays a vig- 
or and judgment worthy of all praise. 

Tennessee — The Political Situation. —The 
■work of restoring Tennessee to her constitu- 
tional relations in the Cnion appears to be at 
a stand-still or to be going backward rather 
than forward. Unquestionably one of the 
principal causes of this phenomenon is the 
course which the so-called Military Governor 
has thought fit to pursue in relation to the 
domestic affairs of the State. In our estima- 
tion, this fact is manifest. 

As the military agent of the General Gov- 
ernment, in performing the duty of main- 
taining order in Tennessee during the disor- 
ganization of the State Government and of 
aiding the people to reorganize theState Gov- 
ernment under the existing constitution, 
General Andrew Johnson had before him a 
t«sk very important indeed but also very 
clear. The task was defined clearly by the 
nature and end of his office. His office is a 
purely national one; and its sole end is the 
furtherance of the efforts of the people of Ten- 
nessee to resume their constitutional relations 
in the Union. With the polity of the State, 
under the single condition imposed by the con- 
stitution of the Republic,he as a national officer 
bad nothing to do. His simple task was to 
protect and second the people in reorganizing 
their local goverment as it was under their lo- 
cal constitution as it is This was the task of 
General Andrew Johnson not only as defined 
by the nature and end of his office but a9 re- 
crgnized by himself when he entered upon its 
duties. If he had confined himself to this 
i.i- a. and had applied himself to the perform- 
ance of it with disinterested and statesmanlike 
energy, there is little room for doubt that the 
t-.k would have been performed ere this, and 
that Tennessee would now be in her place as 
a State of the Union. But unhappily he has 
not confined himself to this task. He has de- 
parted from it. He not only has departed 
from it but has undertaken a separate task 
which is repugnant to hij proper work and 
with which be as an officer of the General 
Government has no lawful concern. He has 
mixed up the question of a change of the con- 
stitution of the State in a most grave and 
vexed particular with the simple question of 
a reori.aaiz.tion of the government under 
the constitution. He has called upon the 
people of Tennessee not merely to resume 
their constitutional relations in the Union 
r>ut forthwith to abolish slavery. Nay, he has 
t rown the whole weight of his power and in- 
Jl .ence as a national officer in tavor of the 
abolition of slavery in Tennessee before the 
reorganization of the government or simulta- 
neously with it. He has used his office not to 
restore Tennessee to her place in the Union 
so much as to enthrone abolitionism as the 
ruling power of the State. He has worked for 
the abolition party with little or no regard to 
the rights and welfare of the State and of the 
Republic. He has done this in many ways, 
but especially in authorizing the enlistment 
of slaves throughout the State, in refusing to 
recognize the loyal Governor elected consti- 
tutionally by the people in August last, in not 
permitting the people to hold an election 
for the purpose of reconstructing their 
Legislature and of sending representa- 
tives to Congress, in continually address- 
ing abolition harangues to the people, 
in pensioning an abolition organ or hand- 
organ at the Capital, and in practically mak- 
ing abolitionism the standard of loyalty in 
the execution of his office. In these ways 
and in other ways he as an officer of the 
General Government has labored consciously 
or unconsciously to subvert the institutions 
«f Tennaupfl under the guise of seconding the 
efforts of her people to resume their con- 
stitntional relations in the Union. Instead 
of really seconding such efforts, he has 
fiustrated them, in the interest of abolition- 
ism. He in his official character has done 
nearly everything he could do to fulfil the 
visions of oppression and of insult which in a 
moment of frenzy drove Tennessee into rebel- 
lion. The chief if not the exclusive mode by 
which be as the representative of the Union 
hLS sought to promote the re-establishmeut 
Of the Union in Tennessee is virtually the 
offer of tyranny in return for allegiance. In 
line, General Andrew Johnson, speaking 
in the name of the Federal Government, 
has said in effect to the people of Tennessee: 
,"You must consent to abolish slavery, if 
you would be permitted to reorganiz-i 
jour local government and resume your 
place as a Slate of the Union." Such in effect 
is now the language of his position and of his 
conduct Nay, his position and his conduct 
now announce this condition more directly 
and unmistakably than ever before. With- 
out formally asserting the theory of Sumner 
and Whiting and Butler, he is vigorously car- 
lying it out in practice. 

No wonder the cause of restoration in Ten- 
nessee apptars to be at a stand-still or to be 
going backward rather than forward. The 
wonder would arise if the cause should make 
headway under such unfriendly auspices 
In truth, the wonder actually is that the 
cause is not far less advanced than it is. 
What motive has prompted General Johnson 
to pursue this unwarrantable and unpatri- 
otic course we know not. It can hard- 
ly be a deliberate conviction that slave- 
ry is "a cancer on our society" and 
" the cause of our domestic dissensions and 
this bloody civil war," though so he is 
new accustomed to describe the institution, 
for until very recently he as a champion of 
slavery disputed the palm with the greatest 
fire-eater of them all, having even proposed in 
the first stage of the rebellion that the Union 
should be peaceably dissolved if the North 
Should refuse snch additional guarantees for 
the protection of slavery as the South might 
unite in demanding. As late indeed as the 
beginning of his services as Military Governor 
»f Tennessee, he in his Dopular speeches habit- 
ually coupled the abolitionists with the seces- 
sionists, and denounced both alike. We, there- 
fore, put aside the hypothesis in question, as 
quite too improbable to be taken into the ac- 
count. It is conjectured very widely that Gen. 
Johnson has struck a bargain more or less 
informal with the abolition leaders of the 
North, according to which he is to receive the 
abolition nomination for the Presidency next 
year in consideration of his either restoring 
Tennessee to her place in the Union as a 
free State or not restoring her at all, and 
that bis official course in Tennessee is simply 
the expression of a very conscientious determi- 
nation to perform his part of the bargain. We 
know not how this may be, but certainly his 
official course in Tennessee would not be dif- 
ferent in any essential particular if the con- 
jecture were true. Yet it would be more 
charitable, and more correct as we woul lfain 
believe, to ascribe his official course mainly 
•to an arbitrary and vindictive temper, aggra- 
vated by the possession of virtually despotic 
power over a population that notoriously re- 
gards him with neither love nor respect. Be 
bis motive what it may, however, his official 
course itself, with its pernicious consequences, 
is altogether incontestable. And this is the 
point which concerns the country most. This 
point deeply concerns the whole country. Is 
there no remedy for the serious evils we have 
pointed out? There is a remedy. There is 
an effectual one. And it is at once obvious 
and easy. The people of Tennessee in Au- 
gust last duly elected Wm. B. Campbell as the 
Governor of the State. Mr. Campbell is 
aUied and unspotted patriot, an able and 
prudent statesman, and of all Tennesseeans 
the most loved and trusted by the people of 
the State. The people have chosen him as 
the Governor of the State, and he is in every 



respect pre-eminently fitted for the office. T.et 
the President direct General Johnson to per- 
mit the Governor elect of Tennessee to be in- 
augurated, and the axe will be thereby laid at 
the roots of the evils that now paralyze the 
Union cau3e in the State. With Governor 
Campbell in the Executive chair ot Ten- 
nessee, the State will be speedily re- 
organized in full under the State Con- 
stitution, and will be fully represented in the 
next Congress of the Union. In short, the 
inauguration of Governor Campbell will in 
less than ninety days restore Tennessee to her 
place in the Union under the Constitution as 
it is. And, when this shall be done, the peo- 
ple can dispose of slavery, and of all other 
domestic interests, according to their discre- 
tion under the constitution and laws of the 
State. Until this is done, every attempt to 
modify the polity of the State is plainly usur- 
pation of the most odious and dangerous kind. 

Such is the disease of which the national 
cause in Tennessee is languishing; and such 
is the remedy for the disease. We respectfully 
ask the President to consider both. We have 
set forth both in plain terms because we be- 
lieve the disease is serious and the remedy ef- 
fectual. And in this belief we are supported 
by an overwhelming majority of the best 
and most patriotic men in Tennessee. 



The Shrit and Method of tub Radicals. 
The delegation of Missouri radicals that late- 
ly waited on the President visited on their 
way home the city of New York, where they 
were given a public reception by the con- 
genial spirits of the metropolis, at which 
\\ iliiam C. Bryant spoke as follows: 

And yet there are men who talk of gradual 
emancipation by force of ancient habit; and 
there are men in the slave States who m ike 
ot slavery a sort of idol which tbey are un- 
willing to part with — which, if it must be re- 
moved, they would prefer to sec removed af- 
ter a lapse of time and tender leave-takings. 
Slavery is a foul and monstrous idol, a Jug- 
gernaut under which thousands of lives are 
crushed out; it is a Moloch for whom the chil- 
dren of the land pass through fire. Must we 
consent tbat the number of the victims shall 
be gradually diminished? If there are a 
thousand victims this year, are you willing 
tbat nine hundred should be sacrificed next 
year, and eipbt hundred the next, and so on 
until after the lapse of ten years it shall cease? 
No, my friends, let us hurl this grim image 
from its pedestal. Down with it to the ground. 
[Cheers ] Dash it to fragments; trample it in 
the dust. [Applause.] Grind it to powder, 
as the prophets of old demanded tbat the 
graven images of the Hebrew idolaters should 
be ground, and in that state scatter it to the 
four winds, and throw it upon the waters, 
that no human baud shall ever again gather 
up the accursed atoms and mould it into an 
image to be worshipped agaiu with sacrifices 
of human life. [Loud and prolonged ap- 
plause.] 

In the like spirit wa3 the remarks of Gen- 
eral Andrew Johnson on a late occasion in the 
city of Nashville. We quote from the report 
of his organ : 

He was for immediate emancipation, if he 
could get it; if this could not be obtained, he 
was for gradual emancipation ; but emancipa- 
tion at all events. He thought that the beae- 
fits of gradual emancipation were a good deal 
like the benefits conferred on the dog in the 
fable, whose tail was cut off an inah «r a time 
by a humane surgeon, whose kindness of 
heart would not permit him to remove it at 
one stroke. He believed slavery was a curse, 
and he wanted to see it wiped out without 
delay. 

We may remark here that General Johnson 
is indebted for his illustration of the assumed 
absurdity of gradual emancipation as com- 
pared with immediate to Mr. Taussig's very 
entertaining report of his interview with 
President Lincoln wherein Mr. T. as the rep- 
repreBentative of the Missouri radicals vainly 
attempted to win over the President to the 
side of immediate emancipation. We men- 
tion this because it is significant not so much 
of intellectual barrenness on the part of Gen. 
Johnson as of his moral and political sympa- 
thy with the radicals of Missouri in their 
controversy with the President. It throws a 
strong light on his words as quoted above, 
though they are far from being obscure in 
themselves. 

A nd here are declarations from the pensioned 
organ of General Johnson which throw aye* 
stronger light on the words of biB that we have 
quoted. The Nashville Union, in i.n article 
entitled "How to Destroy an Aristocracy/' 
say s : 

No clafs, caste, or order of men were ever 
reasoned into a voluntary relinquishment of 
tbeir exclusive privilegesso long as those priv- 
ileges were profitable. No amtocracy ever 
yielded up its peculiar power and emoluments, 
even abated the smallest portion of its preten- 
sions, however unjust and oppressive, whilst 
tbere remained the faintest hope of their re- 
tention. Human nature is as eager to retain 
as to acquire, and neither misers nor monarchs 
ever give up their gold or their crowns under 
the influence of moral suasion or the most 
convincing logic of statesmanship. 
»••••»» 

Force, physical force, either actual or ap- 
prehended, is the only weapon by which an 
aristocracy can be put down. Men who are 
pan p» red and puffed up by a long enjoyment 
of peculiar power and privileges must have 
tbtm wrenched forcibly from their bands, for 
power and privilege invariably tend to blant 
the sensibilities and blind the mind of their 
possessor. 

Let ub consider these statements, in con- 
nection with the present condition of things 
in Tenntsjfe. There has existed in Tennes- 
see for many years au aristocracy of slave- 
holders, who have enjoyed extraordinary fa- 
vors and privileges. The slaveholders, though 
not more than one-thirtirth of the popula- 
tion, really constitute (he Stale, which is de- 
signated as a slave State, just as if there was 
no other species of property within our bor- 
ders deserving consideraiion. 
• •••••• 

Tbe slaveholders of Tennessee are just as 
gcod, and as generous, by nature, as other 
mtn, but they will never relinquish tbeir bold 
on slavery, while it is profitable, until they 
are forced to do so. It is idle to expect it. 
Men do not voluntarily surrender power. In- 
dividuals are tenacious of power, and classes 
are more tenacious of power than individuals, 
because they give each other mutual counsel, 
protection, and support. 
*>•••• » • 

To the slave aristocracy the day of inquiry 
and discussion never comes; with it the vote 
is always either too early or too late. To- 
day, in Tennessee, while tbe State is con- 
vulsed, and all other property save that of 
the solid earth floats like drift upon the an- 
gry waves of revolution, this aristocracy as- 
sures us that the public mind is too much ex- 
cited to discuss emancipation, and that the 
subject must be postponed until peace is re-es- 
tablished. But nothing is more certain thin 
tbat when peace shall prevail this aristocra- 
cy will warn us that it will never do to re- 
open the agitation of the slavery question. 
The great work of emancipation, great in its 
effects upon this generation, and inconceiva- 
bly great in its benign influence upon pos- 
terity, must be perfected now, while the ge- 
nius of Freedom walks through the land, 
clad in her panoply of steel, or the oppression 
of slave aristocracy will weigh upon us more 
heavily than ever. We bold a position now 
which we must not surrender to the enemy. 

This is a very fair exhibition of the spirit 
and method of the radicals in Tennessee and 
everywhere else in the Union. Both the spirit 
and the method are well illustrated in the 
sentiment of the Bravo in Farcyihar'a play of 
The Inconstant. "Shall we despatch him?" 
asks one Bravo, as Young Mirabel hands 
Lamorce into the next room. "Ay, ay,'' ex- 
claims his companion, "dead men tell no 
tales; / ha'nt the confident* to look a man in 
the face alter I have done iw» an injury; there- 
fore, we'll murder mm." In the exclamation 
of this ruffian may be found the whole philos- 
ophy and the whole religion of radicalism as 
now developed in this country. 

We certainly have too good an opinion of 
tbe morality and enlightenment of the loyal 
people of the Union to believe that radicalism 
will ever be allowed to consummate its atro- 
cious schemes. But it cannot be checked and 
blasted too early. Though still comparatively 
in its embryo, it is clsarly pregnant with de- 
struction to the best hopes of the Republic. 
We warn the people to crush it in season. As 
AntODy declares of the whispered conspira- 
cies at Rome: 



Much in breeding, 
\\ bleu, like the courier's hair, hath yet but life, 
Aud not a serpent's poison. 

It is for the loyal people ot 'he Union to say 
whether or not the nascent serpent of radical- 
ism shall reach its full growth with all "a 
serpent's poison " in the triumph of the Repub- 
lican party at the coming national election. 
For our own part, we do not fear the result. 
If the people are but oidinarily true to them- 
selves such a triumph will never be realized. 
And we have a settled faith in the people. 
Hence it is that we do not despair of the Re- 
public. 



I©" If any one has deceived himself into 
the belief that an honorable peace con be 
secured from the rebels by negotiations, it 
would be politic to disabuse his mind as 
promptly as possible. The peopleof the South 
desire peace, for in many parts of the Confed* 
eracy hunger aud starvation piead with them 
for it, but the leaders, the prospective aristo- 
crats who intend to partition the South into 
baronies and rule like petty princes, will not 
listen to any terms of pacification. Having 
tbe sword of despotism in their hands they 
will wield it unsparingly and vigorously to 
crush all complaints and to compel slavish 
obedience to all tbe promptings of their bad 
ambition. The article which appeared in the 
Richmond Enquirer, some ten days or a fort- 
night since, explained the terms upon which 
the rebels would negotiate for peace with the 
United States. Briefly they may be stated as 
follows: The recognition of the independence 
of the seceded States; the withdrawal of all 
Federal troops from the South, including 
Kentucky and Missouri, and the like evac- 
uation of Maryland, until tbat State can 
vote to elect her destiny into the Union 
or the Confederacy; a pro rata division 
of tbe Navy as it stood when the rebel- 
lion broke out or the payment of a money 
equivalent; tbe surrender of all old territory 
west of the Confederate States, and a settle- 
ment of all the public debt, the interests from 
the public lands, and advantages accruing from 
foreign treaties. This, the Enquirer says, is the 
minimum of what the South will demand, but 
it threatens when the rebels have completely 
ruined our armies tbat tbey will make us 
pay their war debt though they wring it out 
of our hearts! This absurd raving cannot be 
disregarded, for it shows what the leaders of 
the rebellion intend to strive for, and they 
have the power and the desperation to attempt 
it. It is the rule or ruin policy; the rebellion 
will destroy the Union if the Union does not 
crush out the rebellion. As the Eaquirer says, 
"the Confederacy or the Yankee nation, one 
or the other goes down — down to perdition." 
Tbe military power of the rebellion must be 
broken. Nothing can be expected from the 
rebel leaders, who stand with their armies 
between us and the Southern masses. It is the 
duty of patriotism, then, to respond liberally 
to the calls for volunteers and to bring out the 
might of the people in defence of the govern- 
ment. Peace is a myth until it is conquered; 
we must break the great centres of the rebell- 
ion and drive its armies away from the loyal 
sources of supply, which they are now devas- 
tating to obtain their stores for winter. We 
must have faith in Meade and Grant and Mc- 
Pberson and Banks and Gilmore, and we must 
join heart and hand in the support of the old 
flag and in the determination to restore the 
old Union in its integrity under tbe constitu- 
•ion and the laws.

When 
the choppers are a little ahead of their work 
teams can be hired, and we have no donbt 
the Nashville Railroad will commute its 
rates of transportation, so that the wood mar 
Teach here at as cheap a cost as possible. 
Something must be done. The want of fuel 
■will prevent many a poor laundress from tak- 
ing in her accustomed washing, and there are 
women who have earned their living by go- 
ing out to day's work, who will be compelled 
to forego their engagements if they have 
young children, for they cannot leave them at 
home to freeze to death. We know it is but 
necessary to state the exigency of action to 
induce our citizens to enter zealously 
upon this good work. If there is a 
scarcity of hands to chop this wood, 
let a parcel of our hardy young men, like Ali 
Baba and Ganem in the Forty Thieves, go 
out into the forests, axe over shoulders, and 
panniers on the backs of mules, to bring in 
faggots, and perhaps they will discover some 
robbers' cave with untold mines of wealth 
conrealed. If they fail in that we will en- 
sure them n jolly time and the invaluable 
consciousness of having contributed toward a 
noble, charitable design.

Imi-ohtamt Judicial Decision.— In the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United Slates on Monday 
last, Judge Grier delivered a decision under 
the habeas corpus act of March 3d, 1863. The 
6!tb section ot that act provides tbat if any 
suit shall be commenced against any oSi 'er, 
civil or military, for any arrest or any wrong 
done under color of authority from the Pres- 
ident, the defendant in such suit may remove 
it to the Circuit Court of the United States. 
It was under this act that the suit brought 
by General George W.Jones, ex-Senator from 
Iowa, and ex-Minister of the United States to 
Central America, against Secretary Seward, 
for damages, resulting from the imprisonment 
of the former in Fort Lafaye'te, was sought 
to be removed from the Supreme Court of 
New York into the Circuit Court for that dis- 
trict. Judge Clerke, however, before whom 
the application for removal was taade, refused 
to certify the record to the United States 
Court, and there the subject rested until Judge 
Grier delivered his order in the case of Hodg- 
son against Marshal Willward. 

In this latter case the record was regularly 
certified into the United States Court under 
the act reterred to, and the order of Judge 
Grier we s upon a motion to remit the record 
to the State Court on the allegation that the 
case was not witbin the provisions of the act. 
But Judge Grier denied the motion, deciding 
that the case waa properly certified into the 
Circuit Court, and that it must be tried there 
in the same way as if brought there on ap- 
peal, or as if it had been brouzht into that 
conrt on original process. Judge U tier's 
opinion is appended: 

Circuit Court United States, Eastern Dis- 
trict of Pennsylvania. William H. Hodgson 
vs. William Millward et al. This case has 
been removed into this Court under the pro- 
visions of the fifth section of the act of 3d 
March, 1863 (12 Stat, at Large, 756) 

It is now moved to remit the record, on the 
allegation that the case is not within the pro- 
visions of tbat act. Although the certificate 
of the Judge who ordered the removal of the 
case may not be conclusive on this court, it 
we should be of opinion that we cannot en- 
tertain jurisdiction of the parties or of the 
cause, yet it lies on the party who alleges 
that fact to make it clearly appear that we see 
no reason to doubt the correctness of the de- 
cision of the learned Judge who has certified 
this case, and fully concur in the opinion de- 
livered by bim. 

It would be superfluous to repeat the argu- 
ments so well slated by that learned Judge. 
It is clear that the defence of the defendants 
(if they have any) depinds wholly on the con- 
struction of the Constitution of the United 
Slates and of the acts ol Congress. The courts 
of the United States have, therefore, jurisdic- 
tion of the subject matter without regard to 
the citizenship of the parties. 

The act of Congress already mentioned, 
which authorizes the removal of such cases to 
this court, is not alleged to be unconstitution- 
al, nor that the party has not pursued the 
mode pointed out by tne act in a case where 
there has not been a final judgment, and 
which, of course, was still "pending" iu that 
court. 

The objection that the record shows that the 
trespass with which the defendants arecharged 
was not committed by virtue of any order of 
the President, or under his authority, or under 
color of any act of Congress, cannot now be 
urged, as it constitutes the very question to be 
tried and determined by the court when the 
case shall be beard before a jury. Assuming 
ihe allegation to be true that the President 
may hava bad authority conferred on bin to 
issue such order, and that the order issued by 
the United States Attorney was irregular or 
void, yet these are the very questions which 
the defendants have a privilege, conferred by 
the statute, of a trial and decision, in the 
courts cf the United States. 

The order or warrant under which the de- 
fendants justify purported to have been issued 
by virtue of authority derived from the Pres- 
ident. This was "color" of authority, whether 
the substance existed or not. The argument that 
color, being an accident, cannot exist without 
substance, may be met«ptiysically correct, but 
has too much subtility fur practical applica- 
tion in the construction of statutes. We do 
not think it necessary to give a definition of 
"color of authority" to suit all cases. For the 
purposes of this case, it is enough to say that 
an officer acting in good faith under a warrant 
purporting to come from his superior, whom 
he is bound to obey, as acting under "color of 
authority," whether his superior transgresses 
his power, or the warrant be irregular, or not. 
This is the question to be tried under proper 
pleadirgs and evidence before a jury. 

If the State Court should assume to refu3e 
to certify the case into this court because, in 
their opinion, the superior officer had not au- 
thority, or the warrant was irregular and 
void, they would deny to the party the privi- 
lege conferred on him by the act, and treat its 
provisions with contempt. 

This case was, therefore, properly certified 
into this court, and must be tried in the same 
manner as if brought here by appeal, or "as if 
it had been brought in said court by original 
process:' Motion denied.

Nashville, Oct. 29. 

Lookout Mountain was taken on the J8-.h 
by our troops, under Gen. Hooker, with the 
11th corijs, a portion of the 12th corps and Pal- 
mer's division of the 4th corps. No serious 
opposition was encountered. The river is 
now open to Chattanooga, and the army of 
tbe Cumberland relieved Iroin any danger of 
interrupted communications. 

General Palmer has been promoted to the 
command of the L4(h corps, over Rouleau 
Rejnolds, and Sheridan. Rou3se.ia is very 
ill. General Mitchell ha? been relieved from 
his cavalry co ui 2d, aad ordered to report 
here. He is now in the city.

New York, Oct. 29. 

A Chattanooga letter to the Herald says: 
Deserters continue to come into our lines, 
notwithstanding tbe extraordinary measures 
tnken by Bragg to prevent them. Nine men, 
TenD<?seeans, one a commissioned officer, 
o me in yesterday. The officer, who is intel- 
ligent and apparently honest, tells a tale 
which is cheering and inspiring to all good 
Union men, and which corroborates previous 
information. He says a full brigade of Ten- 
nesseeans, with tbeir General at their head, 
attempted to come through to our lines in a 
body one day last wees:, and tbat a division of 
staunch rebels was called out to prevent them. 
A fight of tbe most sanguinary character en- 
sued, in which artillery, musketry, and bayo- 
nets were used for three orfour hours, resulting 
in tbe overpowering of the discontented Tea- 
nefseeaus after some eight hundred men on 
both sides had been slaughtered. 

The sound of the cannon was distinctly 
heard in our lines at the time, but nobody 
could explain the phenomenon of the brisk 
fire eo close to the enemy's rear. The officers 
say the matter was husbed, and has since 
been kept so quiet tbat tbe extremes of Brasg's 
my know nothing defiuite about it. Bragg's 
distrust of his Tennessee and Georgia troops 
is perhaps an explanation of his delay in at- 
tacking this place. 

Major-General Gordon Granger takes com- 
mand of the 4th corps to-day. Thomas and 
Granger, who are now univtrsally acknowl- 
edge tbe saviors of the army, are to each have 
a splendid corpe, three divisions in each, with 
able commanders attbeir head. The brigades 
will probably be composed of nine regiments 
each. In fact, the whole machinery of the 
army, when reorganized, will be less compli- 
cated and more effective. The health of the 
army, notwithstanding the labor and anxiety 
it has experienced, is very good. A large 
field hospital is established in a lovely valley, 
two miles from the town, north of the river, 
and tbe sick receive tbe best of care and food. 

Washington, Oct. 29. 
Gen. Meade has, within a day, made some 
changes in the position of his forces, looking 
to the better protection of those engaged in 
the reconstruction of the Orange and Alex- 
andria Railroad. While this change was be- 
ing tffected, at about 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning, tbe rebels made a demonstration 
against the Gth army corps, but nothing fur- 
ther was accomplished than driving in our 
pickets a short distance, when tbe rebeU re- 
treated. 

St nor Rowero to-day, accompanied by the 
Secretary of StAte, called upon the President, 
and, having presented bis credeuti.ls, was re- 
ctived as Knvoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary of the Juarez or Liberal gov- 
ernment of Mexico. 

Deposits lor 5-20 bonds on Monday next, 
November 2d, will, it is ascertained at the 
Treasury Department, entitle depositors to 
bonds, with full coupons, from the first of 
November. 

In the recent announcement of quotas to 
lie several States under President Lincoln's 
proclamation of Oct 17th, calling out an ad- 
ditional 300,000 men, the deficiencies of the 
Sutes uuder former calls and under the re- 
cent draft are tnken account of only in refer- 
ence to a substquent draft, in case another is 
rettdeied necessary by failure to furnish the 
full quota ot volunteers. It is presumed there 
will be no draft in those States wnich raise 
iheir quota of the 300 000 volunteers, but, in 
Siaies where, through failure to raise their 
quota, tbe draft has to be resorted to, all 
deficiencies at the time existing in such 
Slate will be- taken into account. Drafted 
men and substitutes are entered only to the 
$100 bouuty provided by law, and not to the 
increased bouuty of $300 offered to volunteer 
recruits. 

Boston, Oct. 29. 
Governor Andrews has issued an order 
assigning Ihe quotas of tbe several cities and 
towns, under the President's last call for 
troops, and designating new regiments to be 
raised. Tbe bounties offered for regiments are 
$302. in addition to a State bounty of $50 for 
new rectuits, and $402 and a State bouuty of 
$50 for veterans. Tbe Government cilledon 
tbe whole people to unite with fresh and lervid 
devotion to a cause sacred as all our hopes, 
and secure to the national armies a reinforce- 
ment wbicb will render them invincible and 
assure themof victory. 

Chattanooua, Oct. 28, via Nashville, 29. 

Unreliable intelligence has been received of 
the movement of a portion of Bragg's army 
under Longstreet up the valley of the Ten- 
nessee river, with tbe intention of operating 
against Burnside. It is also believed here 
that a corps of Lee's array under E well is 
moving into East Tennessee by way of 
Ljnchburg for the same purpose. 

Washington, Oct. 29. 

Springer Harbougb, of Pennsylvania, and 
T. J.Carter, of Illinois, have been appointel 
Government Directars of tbe Pacific R lilroad 
Company, M provided by law.
